And ir's this Perlon, Jeſus, G, Whitehead, &c.:undervalues ;* a F. fval 
ſays, If Falth be exerciſed on @ Perſonal Being of Chris it's exercis d on Wa- 
gization. . Allo, to invalidate his Perſonal being a Saviour; F.'Coal brings 
the Prophets Saying, of the Lord alone being a Saviour, - and none befides 
him. Which. Sayings were .not intended 'as oppoſing Jeſus being the 
Saviour, -but. iyOppoſition to the:other Gods of the Nations, or other 
unlawful Means that I{ael:had uſed, to fave or deliver them from 
.Dangers. Y | 
And moſt of thoſe Terms uſed in Scripture, to ſet out the Power, 
Greatneſs and Worth of our Lord Jeſus, are by them wreſted and uſed to 
undervalue his Perſon; in. order. to advance the Light within ; which 
I would not undervalue, but do: own'to be of or from him, who is 
the Fountain. For Fobn Bapriſtdid not deny Chriſt, in ſaying, I am 
mot he; yet he had as great a-meaſure of the Light as any 1n this Age, 
and was, by a Sign, dire&ed by the Holy Ghoſt to the Perſon of Jetus : 
alſo he dire&ed his Diſciples to the Man, or Perſon, Jeſus, as the Lamb 
of God, | | 
) Therefore that. Spirit that ſpeaks — of him, the Scrip- 
trres, and Governours, is not the Spirit. of Chriſt ; let it appear as an 
Angel from Heaven, it is not to bs belier'd; altieugh they may pre- 
rend Scripture for what they ſay : For it's not the Work of the Spirit, to 
oppoſe Scripture. againſt Ecripture ; to contradi& one another, as on 
O, 
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do, who divide Jeſus his Perſan-from Chriſt ; but as Fobn Baprif# ſaid, 
be, ho hath the Bridg, is:the Bridegroom, and himſelf but as the Friend of the 
Bridegroom, (aid this great, - but. humble Servant of Chrilt; and-our 
tor ever bleſſed: Lord: Jeſus, . being inveſted with the Titles of 752 Son, 
and-ChriFt of God, and fo died and aſcended : how durit any ſeparate 
or diſtinguiſh:Chriſt from him, diveſting him nat only of his Ticles,. but 
of his-Dignity and -Offices of Saviour and Interceſſour, of whom it's ſaid, 
Thou ba#t loved Righteouſneſs, and hated Iniquity, therefore 'thy God hath 
anointed 'thee above thy Fellows, Heb: 1. 9. Here is ſurely ſome Perſon 
concerned beſides the Almighty Fehovah, being the Anointed a; well 
as the Anointing : Allo Heb. 5. Who in the days of bis Fleſh, when be had 
offered up Prayers with Ftrong Crying and Tears to him that was able to [ave 
bim from Death, was heard in that he fear'd, yet learn'd Obedience by the 
things bs ſuffered. Surely the Almighty could not learn obedience, but 
it was that Perſon, our bleſſed Lord Jeſus, in whom -dwele the fulnels 
of the Godhead bodily, to whom G. W. &c. give thoſe low terms 
to make way for their diveſting him of the Power and Office of Sawiour, 
not allowing his Perſonal Obedience to have as great influence on our 
being made righteous, as Adam's Perlonal Dilobedience had on our be- 
ing made Sinners:.. I fay again, it's this. contemptuous dividing our 
Lord Jeſus from Chriſt,ought not to be (he being inveſted therewith) 
no more then when a Woman is mariied to a Man, ſhe is thence- 
farth denominated by his name, and no more bears the name of the 
Family ſhe came of, but of him ſhe is joyned to, and they are ſaid to be 
-one, yet havediſtin& beings; ſo had our Lord Jeſus, when he ſaid, be 
was in the Father. - And this contempt to him, and invalidating- his 
Perſonal Being and Sufferings, and other unchriſtian expreflions of 
contempt to Governours and Miniſters of other Perſwaſions, and 
thoſe contemptuous Expreflions and undervaluing Queſtions about the 
Scriptures, ought to be teſtified againſt ; and G.F. allo for endeavouring 
. to excuſe and cover them, who is herein proved guilty of Untruth, Par- 
tiality, fraudulent Evafions, and falſe Cen tor them evil Speaking 
againſt Dignities, proving himſelf guided by a falſe Spirit : Andif the 
uſing party among the Quakers do not deal with him as they, have by 
other Offenders in .leſs matters, (nay, but for ſuſpe&ed) then they prove 
themſelves Reſpe&ers of Perſons in judgment, which is abomination to 
the L900: .and they ſhew themſelves tobe thoſe who {train at Gnats, but

. © T have here following taken notice of but ſome of G. 7/”s wickedneſs,

'Trsn9t'my intent to charge the Quakers in general (but -G. V/hirebead 
and his Ahettors)' for there are: Thouſands amongſt them whom [l be. 
lieve are true Friends 'to this Government, and that make Conſcience 
of their ways. And forthe foul terms uſed, they be G.Y/'s own, given 
by hirrtco F. Bugg, and others, and therefore returned back to him. 
But whb-ever oppoſe and detect G.- #”s Pride, Envy and Falſhood, 
are under great diſadvantages, becauſe: he hath the help of a common 
Stock to defray the Charge,,*c. and Having Correſpondents not only in 
England, Scotland," Wales and Ireland, but molt inhabited parts of Ame- 
rica, Holland and Germany, to which places they can diſpoſe of conſi- 
derable quantities of Books, -it but two to each Meeting, thereby putting 
the Charge on others, and 'eaſe 'them{alves,. and thereby vent and vend 
their Pride, Envy and Slanders, 'pretending it's for the Service of Truth, 
having ordered that one or two bf a fort of Books, as they fay, be for 
the Service of Truth be for each Meeting, and ordered them to be read, 
that I know none have the like correſpondency, but the Fews, the Feſuits, 
and They ; but for others Eooks that diſcover G. #”s, Pride, En- 
ry and Falſhood, they are reputed: as Contentions and Animoſities, and 
the Authors af Enemies to Truth, that it's hard to get any of them to 
read one, they be fo Ear-bored to E. W. &c. 
And as the Wolf, getting on Sheeps cloathing, does not thereby 
prove himſelf a Sheep, no more doth G. Wheadhead's painting him- 
ſelf with good Names « and' his detra&ions, werkll ray malitious 
Charadters and Falfehoods againſt ZBygg, prove him, G. Whitehead the 
better Chriſtian :,: For if F, Bugg © were as Pack a Devil incarnate as 
G. WW. prints him to be, yet not withſtanding G #, may be'a white De- 
vil, which ſome think the worſt Devil of all ; and G.Z/s labouring ſo much 
to ſlander and defame F. B. is more like a cunning Stager'or Jugler than 
the Fruits of a Chriſtian Spirit, for that lays aſide all Malice, Evil Speak- 
ins » bnt. G FF. contrary thereto,uſes them as his chief Armour and beſt 
eapons to defend his' Wolviſh Nature, by which he would devour them 
that oppoſe and diſcover his Pride, Malice and Falſhood.

for honeſt People to fall into, the which is already done in a ſmall Trac, 
entituled, The Man &f Sin diſcovered, &c. For I have not been concerned 
in Print for about this twelve Years, nor ſhould I think now, had not 
F apprehended great Cauſe, firſt by their complaint to the Secretary of 
State,and Indictment againſt F. B. as one ſeditious and of ill conſequence 
to the Nation; : alſo infinuating the allowableneſs of going to. Law in 
defence of Civil Rights. Butſeecing they pretend to be ſo exact, to ob- 
ſerve the Commands of Chriſt, | he ſaid, If. they [mite thee on one Cheek, 
turn them the other : If they'take away,thy Cloak,give them thy Coat alſo.

be upbraids him, as. his Foxe-Father did the Publican, Who was _ 
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juſtified. And ſurely had G. #. 'beenin "the Apoſtles deys, -when he 
ſaid,1 ne, that is m my Leſh,dwells mo good thing,he,,G.W.-might:have in- 
verted on him, and upbraided” him -as-he-dogs #.
